WINS FIRST PRIZE 


Miss Anderson Bribed the 


Elevator Boy, and Se-

cured Entry Worth 


Ten Thousand. 


Crookston, Minn., Nov. 11.—With 


•women 
protesting 
against 
being 


crushed to death and both men and 
women fainting and.falling under the 
feet of the 'greedy land hunters, near- 
ly 1,000 persons Tuesday packed the 
government land office and through 
the balls of the building, up to* tho sec- 
ond floor, on which the office la lo- 
cated, awaiting tho formal opening of 
about 500,000 acres of land In the Red 
Lake Indian reservation. 
It was the 


biggest crush for land ever known In 
the northwest, and the number of en- 
tries was the largest of any previous 
day. 


The prize claim, perhaps, fell to the 


first one to'get through the door. Mis* 
Gustava B. Anderson from 
Minne- 


apolis, who got a quarter section of 
valuable agricultural land south of 
Red lake and about nine miles north 
of the Great Northern railroad. The 
land, with the timber on It, Is valued 
at 910,000 to $12,000, b-t the young 
•woman declares she would not under- 
go the experience again for a claim 
worth twice the money. 


Woman Is Resourceful. 


Arriving here Monday with a friend, 


S. P. Olson, who had accompanied her 
on her hunt for land, sho could find 
no lodging accommodations. The land 
office was to be locked up at midnight 
and none allowed to pass till G Tues- 
day morning, when everybody could 
rush for a position. 


Secreting herself In the parlor of 


•the hotel which Is In tho building and 
engaging the elevator boy to bo In 
bis car before 6 In the morning, sho 
watched the night through. Tho ele- 
vator was kept between tho second 
and third floors and at a signal It 
shot to the second tloor and Miss An- 
derson had covered the distance to 
the door before the others could get 
around the elevator. 


Several persons were carried out of 


the crowd and scores of others backed 
out rather 
than 
try to squeeze 


through. The applicants were let In by 
squads of four, and they came In wlth_ 
hats lost, coats torn off and clothes' 
•wet with perspiration. 


Lose Claim After Race. 


Several races for land occurred. M. 


Qual and John Welsh, both claiming 
a piece thirty miles north, had ar- 
ranged relays of saddle horses to race 
•for the office. 
They were on their 


claim at 9 o'clock, and ten minutes 
.later Qual dashed out. with Welsh af- 
ter him. Qual outdistanced Welsh by 
•ten minutes, the former reaching the 
land office one minute before clos- 
ing time. He fell upon the desk ex- 
hausted and learned that his claim 
had been filed upon ten minutes be- 
fore by a third man. There were sev- 
eral similar Instances and a number 
of contests already havo been an-

Sherman's Fight 


At Mission Ridge 


November 14-25. 


1863

HKUMAN opened the combat at 


Mission ridge Nov. IM, 18IUI, 
while "Fighting Joe" Hooker 
was battling above the clouds 


on Lookout mountain. Had the battle 
on the Federal side fallen out us plan- 
ned by Grant his favorite lieutenant 
would have come in for the chief hon- 
ors of the field. 


The task laid out for Sherman ^vas to 


turn the right flank of P.rugg's Confed- 
erate army on Mission ridge and strike 
the roads behind the ridge so as to cut 
off the enemy's supplies. If successful 
It would be a finishing blow to the Con- 
federates at Chattanooga. For weeks 
Bragg had been fortifying the rldgo. 
To him It seemed Impregnable, and his 
enemy much preferred the prospect of 
inarching around It, with some fight- 
ing, to going against it direct. 


IJragg's main lino was two miles in 


length. Hooker, on Lookout mountain, 
was pounding at the Confederate left 
flank, and sturdy old Thomas, with 
the Army of the Cumberland, faced the 
guns and breastworks In the center. 
As Grant planned tho attack Sherman 
and Hooker would 
march 
entirely 


around Bragg and Join forces In his 
rear, while Thomas merely kept up n 
show of strength in the center. 


When Sherman started in to take up 


his end of the attack the Tennessee 
river rolled between his troops and the 
enemy. Tho whole region was unil 
the guns on the ridge and the landing 
places on the southern bank defended 
by strong Confederate guards. These 


separated the hill he had captWcd 
from the end of Mission ridge. A road 
led down tram the enemy's lines into 
tho valley, and n railroad tunnel, cut- 
ting through the ridge, provided a per- 
fect covered way for the marching of 
troops out of reach of hostile lire. Dur- 
ing the night Sherman had massed 
troops for an early assault on every- 
thing In front, and at sunrise one di- 
vision marched to tho sound of the 
bugle, while n crash of musketry nlo 
the wliolo ridge greeted the charging 
line. Instantly Bragg saw what Sher- 
man was aiming for. If he carried 
Tunnel hill ho could pass up the valley 
on the lino of tho railroad to the sta- 
tion where tho Confederate supplied 
were stored. Salvation for the Confed- 
erates on Mission ridge lay In piling 
everything at hand upon Sherman. All 
nlgl-t long tho Federals had heard the 
sound of hauling guns Into position on 
tin1 ridge, and wherever moving troops 
could be seen In the morning light they 
were marching to head off Sherman. 


The assailants were checked In their 


ascent nt n ridge Just below the Con- 
federate breastworks. As the brow of 
the ridge bid them from the range of 
muskets fired from above, tho men In 
the breastworks threw heavy stones 
down among them. In front oOIaney's

crawled up to within fifteen paces.

Soon after midnight 
the morulns of the --lib a liuudrod 
pontoon lioals slipped out of their hid- 
ing and dropped down the Tennessee 
opposite Sherman's bivouac. Silently 
and swiftly, without n loiul wonl or a 
n:stlc of uccotitcrmentH, thirty armed 
men Cl«-d Into each boat, and the llo- 
tllla i-owed to the southern nhore. The 
men In the leading boat* quickly made 
a landing and marched down Inside the 
Confederate picket lines, capturing the 
xoMlers on the outlook and fearing the 
other* Into flight. 


With the river front cleared of pry- 


ing eyes and Btlll more dangerous rlll»-s 
the boats lined up along shore, and 
11,000 men, spnde in one hand and inus- 
ket iu the other, advanced a few rods 
through the thicket and began to In- 
trench the landing. Throughout the 
night the boats plied back and forth, 
aided by n steamer, and in the morn- 
ing the Confederates were astounded 


' to see n line of breastworks a mile 


long filled with Yankees on the south 
bank of the river below Chattanooga. 


At the dawn of day the troops on 


shore began chasing the ontposts away 
from tlie low foothills of the ridge, 
and while this kept the attention of 
the enemy n bridge was laid, and Slier- 
man's whole army crossed over. A 
drizzling rain was falling, and the 
clouds were so low that the scene of 
Sherman's operations In the valley was 
Invisible to the enemy on the ridge. 
Sherman's men could not see the crests 
of the ridge and were astonished to 
find on climbing the first elevation In 
front that it was only n foothill of the 
mountain. A division climbed to the 
crest, dragging Runs up by hand. A 
farmer came out to protest against the 
Invasion of his land, and the men were 
tempted into a cheer for the old man's 
eloquent harangue. This brought down 
the flre of n Confederate battery hid- 
den by the mist. A shell scared the 
fanner away, and the cannonading 
scattered the clouds, revealing to the 
boys In blue that they would have n 
long road to travel to reach Mission 
ridge. 


Dny dawned clear on tho Kith, and 


then the dangers of Sherman's posl- 


were made plain. A wide valley 


the 
cannon wheels, musket stocks, 


swiibstnlTH, llagstaffs — anything large 
enough to catch a bullet was splintered. 


In expectation of a Ilnal dash by 


Sherman's line the Napoleons had been 
double shotted with canister. The Ked- 
era! brigade of .1. 13. Smith kiy In front 
close to the Tennesseeans' breastworks. 
Suddenly the Confederate soldiers took 
It into their heads to end the deadlock 
there on Tunnel hill, and three com- 
panies of the first Tennessee, acting 
on their own hook, leaped over the 
parapet on the Hank of Smith's brigade 
and started to roll up the federal line. 
The artillerists swung the Napoleons 
around to sweep tho crest lengthwise 
and let fly the showers of grnpe. Then 
Maney's brigade, followed by another, 
rushed over the works, and in two sec- 
onds Sherman's column was a formless 
mob, 
pome surging up hill, half drag- 


ged as prisoners of war to the Tonnes- 
seeans; others sliding and tumbling 
downhill to got away. 


The master stroke of the Tennessee- 


n us set the whole ridge ablaze with 
battle. 
Tho Confederates took hope 


and commenced nil awful cannonade 
upon Sherman's men. Federal batter- 
ies which had got into position for long 
range tiring sent their shells scream- 
ing over the heads of the charging 
troops. Commands and warnings were 
drowned In the uproar of battle. Sud- 
denly the cry was raised in Sherman's 
line. "Look to the tunnel1." 


Squads of excited boys In blue broke 


from the company lines, and compa- 
nies turned from the regimental lines 
to run to the mouth of the tunnel, but 
it was too late. While tho Federals 
had been fighting tooth and nail for 
the ridge the Confederates had poured 
a stream of men through the tunnel, 
and ns they emerged from the Federal 
end .the mass swung Into line on the 
flank of Smith's brigade and the regi- 
ments sent to support him. Sherman 
bad been caught nt his own game of 
flanking. Grant, who was watching 
the turn of events on Sherman's field, 
saw that Bragg was putting In every-

William Barclay Parsons Is n native 


of New York city. Ho was graduated 
from Columbia college In tho class ol, 
1870 and from tho school of miner 
three years later.

The American woman as portrayed 


in her composite photograph contrasts 
strikingly with the typical faces of 
other countries.
